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1 . THE CHAIRMAN, SCCPG HAS REQUESTED THAT A TECHNICAL 
MEETING BE HELD AT THE END OF MAY 1973 TO DEVELOP DETAILS 
OF A DRAFT US/ UK/ NATO SATCOM SHARING MOU FOR 1974. IN 
VIEW OF THE REQUIREMENTS IDENTIFIED IN REE C, AND THE 
IMPACT OF THESE REQUIREMENTS ON US SATELLITE ACCESS VIA 
NATO GROUND TERMINALS, A REEVALUATION BY THE USG OF THE 
BENEFITS OF A 1974 MOU HAS BEEN UNDERTAKEN. THEREEORE, 
UNTIL THIS REEVALUATION IS COMPLETED AND A US POSITION IS 
DEVELOPED, IT IS CONSIDERED PREMATURE TO HOLD ANY FURTHER 
MEETINGS WITH REGARD TO A SATCOM SHARING MOU EOR 1974. 
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REQUEST YOU INFORM SHAPE - CANDE DIVISION AND NICSMA THAT 
SUCH MEETINGS SHOULD BE DEFERRED UNTIL FURTHER NOTICE.
